?!ver since .idolf Eichmann was arrested by an Israeli coii- 
mando squad in Buenos ;jres on 11 May, the press has been circu- 
lating the most contradictory stories about this arrest action r. 
about Kichmann's underground existence since 1045. The scene oi 
these wild tales is sometimes set in Damascus and Kmveit, though 
it has been proved Uhat Eichmann v/us never there; other reportj 
seem to create the impression that they i;.sued directly from the 
interrogation center near Tel Aviv, which so far no one except 
Concnander Salinger, the Israeli chief investigator, has been 
able -to enter. German nevrs moga^-ines anJ dailies let their 
special correspondents feed the,a the most inc.radiole detaila, 
ranging from Eichanann ' s abduction from Syria', where he was 
supposeo to have dealt in arms, to the adventurous description 
of the chase which the Israeli agents staged to catch the 
murderer of their people during the last 15 years. On 23 ,*Jhy, 
Israel's Prime Mi'nicter Ben Gurion announced that Eichmann had 
been apprehended. On the same day Israeli Minister of Justice 
Rosen declareu that the time, place, and circumstance c of his 
arrest we -e. top secret and would never be .annoimced ■ But on 
the very next morning, our Stern reporter discove”od in Buenos 
Aires the trail of the man who Lad called himself Ricardo 
Moment and who in reality w.as Adolf Eichmann. The cover uairie 
and the first three photoo of c.amsra-shy Eichmann reached the 
vrorld press through Ster.n magazine, it v/as Stern reporters whe 
sucreoded in f i nd in g Ei cTlunaiin ' s personal notes and the ohoto 
•albrjn of the Eichmann I'amily; the fami ly had v-anislied in the "lea. 
tlmf, Thus, Stern magazine is the only, publication in the v/oi'.ld 
which can tell che complete po.stwar story of t/.e i.ion vhur

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The occupants of the "island" wore all .etrployod as lumbj;

Says Nelly todayt "I was alone, and he ras alone. ..I always 
brought him something to eat, too." 

In 1930, she received a lottor from Eichruann'. Content:

Ealtimcre. She is widowed once more and still lives in Balti- 
iTiore, where she told Star n .roportor Solars about her adventure 
with Eichmann, 

The meaning of fclchmann -Heninger’ s last letter is quite 
cl«;ari ho './as ready to go ovorsens rmd was trying to wipe out; 
his traces. 

But to Mrs. Lindhorst — in whose /vliensclikobh hcrae ho 
lived until the spring of 1950 he told an entirely difforort 
ta'*fc one ni-,ht. He said ha v/as getting ready to leave shortJ.y 
for Norway or Gweden, whero ha hoped to work in his trade -- 
elocti'io machiae-auilding. The chickens were supposed to be 
picked up by Mr. Pcierslcbor — which actually happened later o’. 

i'.nd then Cttc Honinger, alias Adolf Eio!unann 'vas suddenly 
gone, Ha 'vas err his rmy to .irgentina and the little village 
comrunity forgot hiir. Nobody ever asked for him — not while 
he vsaj there, nor afeer ho had loft. Nobody had ever looked 
for hiir. ut ''versenj on the edge of Lueneburg Heathj nor did 
anybody Icox for him laxcr cn in -Argentina.

P'".nd-eds of tho'.irands did not .^et r.ny \isas and werr ' -“t '■o '

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Eicljnarjn caw thit his omigr ition business did net have 
much of Q chance of ritiding uhe Reich of the Jews. He began to 
think about a different; so]ut:on. He is one of tno invento"& 
of the abstruse plan of making the island of Madagascar a 
resvsrvation for Jews. The men in the ''Reich Security f'ain 
Office" discussed this brainstorm for months; finally the mer 
charg-.d v,-ith devising the "final 'solution" realized that thero 
was very little chance of their over gotbi.ng radcgnscai for 
this purpose. 

But Eichnarji ctuck to the idea cf a , "Jewish, roter-/atlor. ' 
and he finally got one -- a place called Theresionstadt . This 
town on the flger Ri^'er actually beoairo a miniature Jevd sh. state 
Hermetically coaled off from the outside world, it had Its ov.ti 
government, its ovai police, its own currency and stamps; £0,’C00 
Jews lived there like or. an island, until well- into the war, 
'ondar relatively bearable conditions. Of course, they wore nc i 
always the same Jev/s; new ones came and the others left — to 
go to the r-usohwitz gas chom'bers. 

Finally, ■ Eichmann hit on tho idea of moving them from tar 
"German sphere of influence" to Polish Galicia. Sut here he 
’"an into, the deterrairod resistance of "Go'*er.nor General" Karl 
Frank, who was busy de-Jewing the conquered Polish territories 
Frank' for'oade Eichinann to enter the Goverriment General. 

The founding of the Jevdsh roservroion at Therusiers erdt 
was the last act in the history of the final solution which vas 
not yet ai.ned at the ' systenwtic physical annihilation cf the 
Jews. 

Then began the organized mass murder. ■ in Argentina, a 
dozer, years later, Fichmann had this to say or t-he su'oject: 
it was indeed horribio, but it was necessary; after ail, the 
Fuehrer, ha:’ orde;"ed it. .'-iiid he, Eichmann, any"/fay had nothing 
to do v/ith thoir ann j hilatioa ; ' ho l•■■as not a dc-stroyor; he was 
just ridin ; herd on the Jev/s and corralling thiem; he did no 
mors than any Allied transportation officer -.vhose' job it was 
to move bombs to airfields and who never knew whether these 
bombs '.vould hit bridges ana soldi&rs or women and children. 

^0 as this 'ESclunann, who figured out these formalistic 
excuses for himself?, 

’ Is ne a blood-thirsty hoist, a perverted mass murderor 
liko Kamann or a slayer like Pleil? Is he a Nero whoso p'ov.'ir 
was his io''mfall, to whom humun lives meant notiiing if tney 
stood in the ay of his ambitious plans? ' 

Did he personally hate the Jews whom ho turned ovei- tc 
the gos chambers by tho hundreds of thousands? 
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Boast or "Good Buddy? " 

iJo^ that is not tho kind of man Eichmann is. 

Today, tenporary post office employee Eduard Tromor, 
'Arith 'whon. lilichmanr; worked together in the forest under tho 
assumed name of Otto Honingor, calls him a "good buddy." 
‘framer's wife Ruth still cannot grasp the fact that hor 
wedding ;^unst Otto Heningor is supposed to bo q "murdorer." 

"He was always so quiet and reticent," she tells us. 

"He was really romantic." find then she roco'onts how Heningsr- 
Eichmann used to love to take long walks in the woods and hovr 
he used to play the violin in front of tho barracks in the 
evening. He played classical music -- Schubert and Beethoven. 
And oho told hov/ Eichmann drew back v.'hen another Rod Cross 
nurse by the name of Eva used to listen to him piny tho violin 
every night; but that was only a pretext, supposedly, for this 
girl was really "trying t"' pick him up." "f'y wife and kids 
are still in Czechoslovakia. I'd have to be a real heel to 
betray my wifo like this," “That is vfhat Eichmann allegedly 
ropliocl when Ruth asked him v/hothr.r ho wan reilly net" at all 
intercstod in Eva. 

iVidov/ Anna Lindhorst in Altonsalzkoth, Landkrols Celle, 
in whose home Heninger-Eichmann lived until’ 1950, today says 
the name thing the irgentinc Jew Francisco Schmidt says. 
Eichmann lived in Schmidt's home in Olivos from 1954 until 
2 months prior to his ab -uction. Both maintain that her was 
a correct, punctual payer, and a pleasant roomer. 

And Klaus Eic’unann, his oldest son, a few days ago 
wrote an open letter to his father ’wtiC is being held captive 
in Israel. In it he said; "I cannot accept the accusations 
against you. But even if they were true, you will al’wnys 
bo my father, and I will alv/ays be your .e.lilost son. I will 
never desert you." 

Who then in this /idolf Eichmann, whom semo pooplo call 
the "darkest figure of this contury, " while others say that 
he '.vas a good buddy, a romantic at heart, a faithful husband, 
a loving father, and a punctually paying, pleasant roomer? 

'iVc get some indication from the talks Horcodcs omployo'e 
Ricardo IQeraent had in Buenos Aires with the few intimates 
who knew about his past as Adolf-dichmann.” 

"I harbor no personal hatred for individual Jews," ho 
said. "I always treated tho Jews I mot in an entirely correct 
fashion, based on respect -- of course, only in line of duty." 

find then ho told about his visit to Palestine. "In 
the fa.ll of 1937,' I stood on Mt^ Carmel and looked down oh the 
oil tanks of Haifa and the land of Pal'stino . Now, 1 am on 
idealist myself, and I was highly impressed by v;hat I saw at 
tloat time in tiie wr.y cf Jewr.sn cor.structior. and tc-ianc ic”.s 
v/ill to live. " 
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Ho harbored r.o parrronpl hotrod;' his relations vdth the 
men who 'vrro atru ■with hir. for the livrs of their core- 

ligionists he t-^rine!.'. ''correct" -- ”of course only in line of 
du'cy." And ho speaks of his "iaonlisin. " Once ho tol'! sirmeono' 
"We fought with open visors." And v/hen the ran 'var.ted tc Know • 
the menn'ing of correct attitude and open visor in c, situation ■ 
v.'hoia he (Eiohmann) was facing dofensoless people, whil' him- 
self holding unlimited power — 'people who "'cro destined for 
horrid death — Eichroarai i eplicc. quite o>:citedly:- "But I 'nad 
no'thing co Jo with that part of it. ¥ho dirty work vrus done e" 
the S3 ^anagnment and administration bureau., 'He did not fighv 
'vri'ch doggers and poison; we fought with intoll"ctual v.eaponr..’ 
when you ask him abo'jt the type of intellectual weapon If 
usee, Eiclim-inn gets lost in the same old race philosophy; 
tells the old wiv.es' tale about, the "Wise Mjn of "ion" who 
allegocly rule the world, and finally he says: "’Veil, anyif'^ 

it WDS not for mo to nsk any questions. I had tiKcn an rae)> 
an the flag ;.nd I )i 3 d to obey, tiic political leadership o 
the Reich had ordeiod the final solution of the Jewish prc'.lisiT' 
unci I v/as entrusted with its implementation. I was a solclor 
and I had to obey. Do you understand that.?'' ' . 

Tlii.s is the schisophr'enia of this man. Reading ni'- oatos 
and listening to reports about the convors'ations he had v'th 
others, wc can believe him when ho asserts that he is still 
cominced that ‘nis missiun was neocssnry and bhat he bohr.'ed 
correctlj'-. he is a conscientious, painstaking bureaucrat 
t hough a murderer bureaucrat. 

Eichmann knev: exactly what was happening to the yr-ple 
he vas "ccral ling . " A few months after t*-o start cf thr campaign 
in Russia, Gestapo Chief, SV G'roup Commandor Heinrich Midler 
sent him to I-unsk to cake a look at' the nechods with wh'.on the 
’■Jcwisfi problem was being solved" there. 

Here is Fichm.onr; ' s report on his trip. "It was ; vorp.- 
col- and rcchei" cloudy dn.y when I arrived at the place 
action detachmert had c'n'-'sen. 1 'vas freezing, though I -.v-re 
a leath-sr coat that rt-acned down to it^r ankles. There /rma 
big ditch r'lTiniug across the field. It looked like r.n 
antitank aibch to me; I stopped up closer ai.d saw that j.iout 
half of 'cho ditcl'i v/ns filled with corpses -- naked ccrr..es 
of men, women, old people, and children. Then another tonch 
of Jews “wrs marchde'. over. There were about 150 of the;:- In 
all this {.old wr,nt).or, tliey had to strip denvn to nothiig and 
they had to step on the corpses in t'nr ditch. Evorythir; wont 
on amid weird silence. Nebody complainec, nooed.y crioc'. 

"At the last ,noniont, wnon the oxocution scud'* ^ns cocking 
its subnuchine guns, J noticed, ho’v a Je'vish -wcnicn gra'rtc-d a 
rh*ld — - r bout one or 3 years .old -- and took it in^- ‘.or .--r ; 
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ahe turned arcund ns thouj^h she wanted to shield the- child. I 
felt like jumping down and saving the child, but I v/as’ too Into. 
The bullets were v/histiing all over the place; the child was 
hit in t ho h-.'.ad and- its brain ‘splittcred on ny coat. 

'"I had my driver take me back .to my billet and' we removed 
the blood and brain stains. I realized quite' clearly that this 
v.ns an inhuman solution and I wont to Berlin immediately in 
order to report to ’.''ueller what I had soon and to ask him 
whether wo could net find a mcra humane method. 

“Wueller listened tc my report and then ho gave' me a long 
look; I did not know whether ho pitied me for wcakn"ss or 
whether ho despised mo for it." 

A few months later, a "more humane" method was found; 
once again I'.'uGllor thought it necessary to let Elchmarm take a 
look at this m-thod. He sent him to Lublin, where buses were 
being used for the extermination of the Jews; tho exhaust gases 
of the engines were piood into the interior of tio bus; as ■ 
j^uellcr put it, "the whole thing is over and done with in 3 
minutes." 

ricimnnn went to Lublin and found that Huoller’s infor- 
mation was incorrecu . Eichmann was shown a bus into which 
■’.bout 80-100 Jc'vs had been squeezed. The dot:r. was'cli'sed and 
xhe driver asked Eichmann to join him in tho cab, and off they 
went, /ift'^r a fev/ minutes, the people inside began t-o scream. 
The driver suggested Eich-mann take a look inside through the 
peephole in the rear wall of the driver's cab.' There v.-as a 
light burning inside the bus, where the Jews wore fighting a 
life a.nd death struggle. Thoy had been under way for 5 minutes 
bv.it the noise inside .the bus was still going on. 

"IVhy don't take a peck inside," said the driver to 
Eichmann. 

3ut Eichmann could nob. He ■ ■as simply scared . He tried 
t.o force himself bun just as ho turned, he sc'w a hand clawing 
at the v/indew; then ho asked tho driver to stop hecnu.se he 
v/nnted to get out. "Take it easy, ■we'll g<?t this done in a 
jiffy," said tho cirivor. They mndo a U-turn on. the wide high- 
way and drove back to canp. It took a full, 15 m'vnutos unt 1 
all vms quiet in tho bus. 

Eichmann did not even wait until all the corpses had boon 
hauled out of tho bus. Kc dashed to his oar and immediately 
returned to Berlin. Once again he roportoo \-to Mueller and once 
again he asked him that an effort bo made to devise a method 
whicii "v/ould not expose the participants to such treraenaous 
psychological strain." 
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The participants — of course Eichwinn did not mean thf 
Jev's, wno were being tortured to death in this manner; ho r.eei t 
tho drivers anJ th.p 3S personnel — in ether v'cr'is, the (rurdeie''i> 

^tera magazine did not invent this description and it 
did not take it from any aye witness reports that have been 
published so far; this is all ta'cen from Adolf Eiehijrnn's 
personal notes and from the verbal repetition of tail's Fich- 
marn had with friends in Argentina • 

TOien Eichmann reported to Itreller for +^he second time 
and again asked for a "more humane" method, lAtelier — as 
Eichriorm told his friends — "once again gave me th;.t' long, 

I might say fatherly look; with this enigmatic fellov^, I 
never Icaev; what this look ’■eally meant. Perhaps T should 
have heen fishamed for having been so soft -- for, after all, 
this vas a problem whose solution was vital as far as Oerraany 
was "concerned. After all, the Jews had declared vm.r on us 
through Zionist leader Chaini Weizmaiin." 

Nothing describes the real personality of the then 
Maior Eichrannn better than these two incidents, told by hir- 
self. One. is real.ly reluctant to make any commant at all 
on this. 

‘ iini though we can hear Fichmanri's shakj' voice on tape 
as he keeps e'^hasizing that he was r.o destroyer, that he 
had only raun.ied up the Jews, it is clear that Eichinann knew 
exactly what wr.s happening to the shipments '’iiich alv/ays ended 
up at the concentration camp railroad stations at Auschwitz, 
Uajdar.alc, or Tieblinka. 

In the meantime, a chief clerk from the '"Office of th; 
Fuehrer" by the name of Viktor Brack had found the method 
vrhich — accordine to a document of 25 October 1941 norr in oui 
hands — was approved by S'? Lieutenant Colonel Eichmann, 
desk officer foe Jewish Problems in the Raich Sacurity ,'air. 
Office: annihilation of the Jews in the gas chambers. 

No one can contradict ndolf Eichmanr, the correct 
bookkeeper of death, when he says today: "VTnat hiappencd to the 

Jaws after I had rounded them up was really none of my busi- 
ness," Buc here is the catch: only those coul-? be gassad 

who had beer "rounded up" by Eichmann. Tho gas chamber 'tos 
only the last stop; and the engineer of the train going there 
was named Adolf, Eiohmann. 

t/e have a whole series of eye witness who car. tell us 
about what really happonod, in t he extermination camps. 

Last Stop; Ausohwqitz 

In his scientific report on the "final solution," the 
British historian jerald Rcitlinger describes operations 
at tho A,U3ch//itz death factory, vhaie four gassing inj'"'aila- 
. o.r,- with Co'ps: elevators ''.eoiing to tho crematioi. ovoj... 

'.'or. ''f -.lly o,.;'r-;ti '.no'." 'ip.y 19ia. 



The gQS chambers were camouflaged ag shower rooms and 
were located underground; they vrere covered wi th .well-manicured 
lawns dotted with mushroom-shaped cement statues. These fig- 
ures had openings through which the SS medical sergeants, after 
unscrevring the lids, dropped Zyklon B in the form of amethyst- 
blue crystals; the latter dropped through a metal shaft into 
an acid container in the- gas cellar, so that lethal gases 
were generated. 

Here is Reitlinger 's report, hosed on eyewitness ac- 
counts. "The gas slowly poured through the holes in the 
insertion shafts. Most of the time, the victims were Jammed 
together much too tightly to notice this right away; but 
in some cases, there were so few of them in the room that 
they would sit on the floor; this gave them a chance to get 
a look at the showers, out of which there was no water com- 
ing, ana it the floor, which oddly enough did not have any 
\nt-:r drainage channels. Then they noticed tho gas and in 
wild panic tiioy vmuld press iway from the lethal columns 
and threw themselves at the huge iron gate vrith tho little 
winricvij ivhoro they piled up into a single, blue, sticky, 

>^looc- soaked pyrerrici, clawed and knotted into or.ch other 
in leath." 

"Tvienty-fivc minutes later, the electric suction pumps 
removed the gas-saturated air; the big iron gate ’.vas opened, , 
and the mer of the Jewish special squads entered; they woro 
gas masks and rubber boots, and were equipped with water 
hoso.s . The firsi thing they had to do was to nose the 
blooo and excrements avmy and to pull the knotted corpses 
.apart .Tit;', slings and hooks. This v.as the prelude to thv- 
gruosoiiie search for gold .and the removal of hair and den- 
tures, which the Germans considered critical war materials. 

Then came the trip with the i^levator or rail oar to the 
ovens and the mill, which ground the cremr.tion remnants into 
fine ask; then car.o tiro trucks which dumped the ashes into 
the river. This w-cs' the routine procedure in cases where a 
creiactory h.cd to handle only 200 or 300 victims; but in t he 
summer of 194<, the death factory 'was not working sc orJcrly. 
Let era quota Dr. Bcndel's statement in Lueneburg. 

'"Now begins tho real hell. The special squads cry to 
work as fast as possible. In mad haste they pull the corpses 
by their -vrists. They look like devils. Men who earlier 
had huiiian faces are no longer recognizable. A lawyer from 
Salonika, an elqctrical engineer from Budapest -- they are 
no Icngor human beings., iind during all this tire, people 
are being- ohot in front ol' the graves — people who could 
no longer be Jammed into the gas chambers boc.auce they were 
jvorcrov'did . . The job is cwsr aftev I'o hours and oi 
aga .n, rroraxerv No 4 hap finished off a shipment.'" 
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But the deviltry did not consist only in the fact that 
Jews were being used for che hideous work in thn ge.a charabors 
and cromatories ; theco iron wore merely postponing thnir ovm 
execution by a fev; weeks# 

This organized murder was Qcconpai .iod bv' another, 
perliaps even more cruel tragedy whose consequences can still . 
.oe seen today, Fichroann's roundup men regularly used the 
existing Jewish organizations to corral the Jews for '’eath 
transports#' 

In Vienna ana Prague, Sichmnnn h.ad ret-stablishcd tho 
Jewish organizations and institutions in order to have some- 
one to deal with and give orders to. Kbw once again, Jewish 
councils and a Jcvrich police wore set up in the ghettoes of 
the Polish cities, these bodies were soon almost as droad.od as 
the S3. For thoj decided on who was to oe deported to tho ox- 
torminr.tion carans ’.vhenever the Uermnns dom.andod a shipment of 
people » 

Tho Jovdsh councils dolivorod tho goods; they wore thuj 
forced to bocome tnc tcois of the S'! oxtorminntion mnehino -- 
perhaps in the hope of b'oing able to save a few pooplr liero 
and there, p'^rhaps in an endeavor to win a period of grace for 
thomso’vos. V»hcn they- recognized too iQitc what they had been 
misused for, most of these Jewish councils voluntarily 'vent 
to the gas chambers. Pew survived. 

But the burning hatred of the surviving victims still 
follows these' Jewish ccuncilc and policemen, fur beyond thei r 
nameless graves. 

And it i? hatrea 'which today stands between those who 
at the height of t‘.,r uxtorrcina cion wave in-plored thotr ovm 
],eoplc on tho ochfr s^dc of tho front lines for nclp and those 
people 'who replied to thorn, with a hookkerpov ' s arguments abou', 
proper accounting and to on — completely m,su:,dc, standlrg 
tho horriblo things, that v-ore going on.

Hujig.ary ..'as an ally of Jermrr^ but it v/-'s not rabidly 
antiscmitic . Of . course, the younger Jewish men had boen 
dr -ftcc for a sort of forced labor' and uridei' miserable oon- 
dicions nac’. to dig fortifications in tho East; but the other 
Je'vs, lived more or less 'unhinJore-’. lives, so that Hungary 
became a refuge for the Slovak Jo'.vs and tho fev/ Polish Jews 
v.ho had o;capcd from ohe Polish ghotcoos; all of these peoplo 
wore threatened Y/ith deportation and gassing. 

A Jov/ish aid and rescuo committee handled the smuggling 
of people across the border and. tho lodging ana care for- . . 

roi'i'gocs. >7ith the help of German, ccunterintslligocc agont.s 
r'.aticred in ' u'.ncct, this cp'..3nittoj oeer.ite.l a wc'"- 
' m( iLcri-g ccvlci ec’^vir- to rcutril ceu.itrirs; ejpe"’.aj. .'.y 
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to Istanbul, through which iaformaticn was oxch'-ngcd and money 
could be obtained for aid drives. 

Knd then come Id March 1944; the German army occupied 
Hungary ond in its wake came Adolf Eichmatm to organize the 
"final solution" in Hungary too. He found willing helpers 
in -the Hungarian Arrow-Cross men -t the Hungarian fascists 
-- vrtio liDd come to power in Hungary after the Gorman occupa- 
tion. 

Tho rescue coronittcc was used, to negotiate v.'ith the 
Germans as a result of its contact ivith the helpful Gorman 
counterintrlligence men. Tho ooiranittoo nov/ decided to send 
two negotiators to the SS -- they 'wero Dr. Reszoe Kastner 
and Joel Brand. 

These tvnj men first contacted Bichmarm's right-hand ..man 
SS Captain Dieter Wisliceny. They laiew that TVislioony had 
once before let 50,000 SlovaK Jews go for 100,000 Dollars. 
Human Slave Trade 

They asked Wislinoey whether there was any chance to 
negotiate — "on a business basis" — for a cancellation of 
the order deporting Jews to Auschwitz. Wisliceny said yes 
and offorou ioo, uOO Jews for emigration, but asked for 2 mil- 
lion Dollars — 1C% as cowr.paymont in Hungar'^nn Pengoo, v.'hiuh 
vva.s 6.0 million Pengoc or Reichsmark. 

Frantically the rescue committee tried to rustic up the 
sum- In t'.:e moantimo, tho Hungarian gendarroery was herding 
the Jews into ghottoos oil over Hungary. At one time, Kastner 
turned over 3 million Pengoe r.nd 'another time he turned over 
million Fongoe. He was assured that 600 Jews, for whom u 
ship }iad boon iiiade ready at Constanta, could emigrate to Isr.'o 

And tnon Kastner ana -'oel Brand had to face Fichmnr.n. 
The' latter offered them a fantastic deal; one million Jews 
for 10,000 trucks, und few tors of tea and coffee. 

Eienmaru: offered a million human lives from Hungary, 
Slo'/akin, and Germany -- wherovor desirable. What Kastner and 
Brand did not know '.tos that Eichmann coulo hardly dnm up that 
mr.ny Jev/s at that time. 

Eicl'jnann further suggested that Brand go aboard to lay 
the groundvrork for the barter. EichJtnnn declared that he wnui 
'.sait w'ith his deportations — but no more tnan 2 weeks. 

A German courier plane brought Drojid to Istanbul, 
Kastner and tho' conmittoe in Budapest were anxiously waiting 
for nows. 

There vms no nev« forthcoming. 

In Istanbul, Joel Brand reported what v<as in store for 
tho Hungarian Jows. But the representatives of the Jewish 
Agency, tho Zionists, ty.e orthod..'", the M_pai they oil wd! o 
b'ck<'ring .irn'e.*’;:. th 0 'nso''.ves; '■a-'” gror; negot' eted .. ’"ara .-'ly 
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wivh Grand r.nd hodmirchoci tho other roups; th(:y did not roqli’/o 
that trvory hour lost meant sovora}. hund"Qd human lives snuffoc 
out . 

Brand die net even went trucks; lie vrantod primarily a 
gur.rantoo, n written statement, which lie coul>l show rs proof 
tno.t nogntiations aro in progress; ho '.mntod a chance to gain 
tine to jtop the extermination machinery, oven if only for a 
few hours. He got nothing. 

. The Jewish orgo.nisntionc wore unr.blo. to hide brand, who 
did not havo any Turkish visitor visa, oven for one day; but 
in Budapest, right under the nosoa ox’ the SS, they vrero hiding 
thousands . 

They sent Brand on to Aleppo; they did not prevent tho 
British froi,: arresting him and holding him fo” months. Of 
course, brand was .veil T;reated and wr.s oven invited to parties. 
On one of these occasions, ho met Lord ?loyna, British Itnister 
of State for the Near East. 

Brand implored him for help. And hero is Lord Moyne's 
roply; "F«hat on earth am I going to do with a million Jews? 
Whore am I going to put them?” Lord Moyne paid for this remark 
•with his life; ho vraa murdorod by Jovdsh tf’rrorists in 1944. 

Aftor some p.onths. Brand met Toddy, liollek, then ns today 
a close side of David Ben Gurion, Israel's prime minister todry. 
But all he got from Kollck vras sympathy^ 

In the meantime, Fichmann's 2-v;oek deadline had lun out. 
In Budapest, Kustner tried to calm Sichmaon who vms furious. 

Tho deportations oegon. A-t a hoilish rate, q’.dte without 
precadent in tho history of Jovdsh oxtoi'mination, tho Jmva 
were being shipped to Auschwitz from the ghottoes in tne 
provinces.' Iho gas chambers were barely able to handle tni s 
influx or.d •.■.•qrked day and night. 

T!ie rescue ooiiirictoo in Budoprsb wus sending cables to 
the Allit^s, csking that the mil renters, '■•'ia vThich the t’"am- 
ports wore being routed, be bonbod. Nothing v.as done. 

Kastnor vais fighting for the 600 emigrants Wislicouy had 
allowed him. Eichmann let them go, in ins'Cnllations . He c'o- 
mar.dec lists of names. 

Titat v/aa an inhuman task. Kow do you pick 600 for 
survival ou'C of 500,000? The comrdttoo despaired in the foot 
of this life-and-dcath judgement role it was supposbd to play- 
Eut -without a list, Eiohjianri would not release anyone. /UJd 
so, tho comrnittoe drew up the lists. 

Tlie people were aot-oally picked up in tho provincial 
ghettoes; they were selected ut random. The BS drivers were 
bribed to bring raoro olong. 
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, Bechor was furious. He did not come all the way to the 

Swiss border to listen to such lecturoa. Bochor left:. Kastner , 

sent itim telegrams which soundoo hopeful; ho implored Saly • 

I'iaypr to giyo some sort of assuranoe in order to keep the 
negotiations going and to delay the doportationa. After all, 
it would not bo nocessery to follow through on those puarantc:-^ . 

Saly Mayer coolly rejected the suggestion. Ho war ac- , 

customad to keeping his promises and would therefore roc agree 
to anything he could not dolivor on. 

■ '{nstnor told the Germans that the dslay was caused bj . ' 

I'orcign currency difficulties and arranged for further negotia- 
tions at the border. Saly Idayar ucolr.rod nc hr.d beer authorized 
"not to say 'No' to the suggested deal." -^ell, then why don't;

More than 500,000 Jews were living in Hungary whon Ihe 
final soluticn vms begun there^. A third of them survived the ' ! 

war, including several thousand who were saved by the rescue ! • 

committee which -- in adcition to its human slave trade with 
tho 3S -- managed to hide, thousands, made aryans out of 
thousands of othei's with the nrlp of forge-"’ papers, and pro- ^ 

vided. thousands more v'ith' for god .passports of neutral pov.-ers 
for protection. ' ' 

After the v/ar, Kastner and Brand reported on their reszu j ' 

work: tney '.verc oonvincea that it would have been possible to 
, make r. deal- v/ith Hichmann and Bocher and that more people could 
have been saved; "their reports arc laced with bitteraaccusations 
against those v;ho were sitting snug and safe, who did not see 
or did not v/nnt to see all the horrors, and wiio did not help 
tho way they could have helped. ' 

Since that time, tho tragic story of tho final solutlo-. ' ‘ 

in Hungary has been u festering v/ound which is still hurting 
the Jewish people.. Those who vrere not on the rescue lists and ! 

managed to survive nevertheless now hate those who put names 
other than theirs on theso lists. Those wtio v/ore desperately I, 

trying to save lives and wore haggling with the. devil, now 
hate those they feci deserted thorn at tho time. 

/md tho latter reply by accusing those, who nt the time 
were coaling with Eichmann and his final solution men, of . , 

treason and collaboration. 
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SlanJoi-oua paraphlots Against Dr. Kastnor v;ore distribute' 
in Israel* Ha was chai-geJ with being a hangmann of the SS; 
to save his own skin, he was paid to have sent thousands to 
the gas chambers* 

Kastner fought back and sued the slanderers, bat cho 
latter were acquitted in Israel in 1955 and uhe 270-page long 
verdict confirms thoir chargss.

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Until 19S'l, Eichmann managed to mnicc a living, even thojgli 
a modest one; but he was astonishingly successful in remaining 
unpursued and undiscovered. First, as lumber jac’e in Worth 
Germany, then as surveyor in Argentina, and finally -- aftor a 
few stops in betv/oon -- as manager of the ’*3evon Palms" rabbit 
ranch in the little village of Joaquin Gorina, about VO km from 
Buenos .lires. 

This vras the sort of iob he really liked: he v/us de- 

pendent and he v/as his ovm boss in a deserted region. Ho had 
much time to h.imrelf on the rabbit rancho Ho used hi a spare 
tirao to read and he road his books thoroughly; he made ninnorous 
marginal notes which throw a charactoriscic light on tho twisted 
and oddly itmature thinking of this man. 

For instanco, he writes tho following on tho flyleaf of 
tho book Das Atom /^e Aton^by Dr. Fritz Kahn. 

’’Like otner books on the some subject, I ’digostod' thas 
book mentally and found in it a marvellous confiriaation of the 
national socialist 'beliof in God* — tho so-called 'God-belie''.. ’ 
/Old 1 am vrarning my children to put all this under the same 
heading, because this 'God-belief is remotely related to the 
materialistic teachings of communism, i.e., to Leninist materi- 
alism, which is derived from Marxism. 

"lAxrxist-Leninict doctrine teaches mater iali si.i, which is 
cold and lifeless. 

"’God-bclief on the other hand is hearty, natural, and 
alwa.ys alive. ■ , ■ 

"But unfortunately I must fear' that, considering the 
mental preoccupation and ignoraheo of my three sons, all tMs 
vzili only bo chaff to them, /und this I regret." 

His sons, who aio obviously bright, since they d o, not 
know v^hat to do with the unadulterated ideological trash of 
their father, are no longer with FichTnann at that time. The 
family continued to live in Olivos and looked '’orwarc! to Undo 
Ricardo's visits on weekends. 

EtcKmann maintains the fiction of. being Ricardo ICleinont', 
a cousin of the missing Adolf Bichmann, though ct least the twe 
older sons must have realized by now that "Uncle Ricardo" is 
their father. 

But they join in this hide-and-seok game, for they kno'v 
that their father is being sought ns a war criminal. Eichmann 
himself !iad told them — though, of course, in his own vmy. 

Ho told them what he himself had thought up as his excuse 
or 'justification: their father was boing sought; ho would bo

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Eichmojin-Klemont stopped up this introfamily propaganda 
cojupaign about his innocence after ho onco more became a father 
in the spring of 1956» Vera Eichmann brought a son into tho 
Trorld who vreis rogistereu offii^ially as an illegitinicto c-iilJ 
under the maiden name of the mother, i.q., Licbl. He is 
baptized Ricardo. Francisco — Ricardo fbr the assumed name of t'- . 
father, and Francisco for tho priest who in 1950 obtained a 
Vatican passport for Eichmenn and thus aided him in his nseape 
to Argentina. 

Tho birth of this child triggered a sort of self- just: fi" 
cation mania in Eichmann. Ho v/ants to prevent tho child from 
grovring up in the belief that he has a mass murdoror or at 
least an executioner for a father. He tried to sot his oldoi 
sons straight on this, score and he v,-as successful, but now, in 
the hope of finding confirmation for nis opinion, he tried sora.'

friends and acquaintances wnc used to talk to him in

The rest of the history of this executioner can be told 
quickly, , 5y the middle of 1958, the peaceful lifb on she "Suven 
Palms” rabbit ranch v/as over. Tho firm was dissolving this parr. 
of its operation and Adolf Eichnr'nn wqs unemployed once again. 

But he had made plans for just such a contingenoy. , He 
had laid money aside, not only fur living, but also for the 
construction of a home. 

This forced period of unemployment came at a good time .^.id 
gave him a chance to carry out his dream of a homo of his o'.m. 

Ho bought some swrrap land far from the city of juenos Aires, 
near Eancalcri,. on Garibaldi Gtroet. 

Helped by his grown sons, he drained the land and began ■■■o 
build h.is house. Ho did not build it in tho local stylo; no, 
no built it as though it had to last 1,000 years. The foundat' ' 
were 1.', m thick (instead of the customary 40 cm) and tho walls 
v/ore 60 cm thick (instead of 20 cm). 

Homo without a. Future 

Before he started building, he prepared painstakingly 
exact p?.ans -- employing the same sort of minute exactitude 
v/hioh with 1^ decades earlier ho had dispatched shipments to 
Auschvdtz. Weeks in advance, he drew ip a work schedule lor 
each day: first, the ^vostern v/all, then the door framos,' and

At that time -- at tho end of 1S56 -- he probably felt 
almost lOOf^ safe- At any rate, ho made no special afforts to 
hide his identity. His wife, bought the building materials for 
the house, but she noiv began to call herself by her real name.

While work on hia pillbox-like house profreased alowily, 
’^iohmann tried to get another job. In iferch 1959 ha four*d ore. 
'.•ercedos-3enz of Arcentina was advertising for jobs; Eiohir.xnn 
alias Klement applied and war hired. 

Once again his organizing talent came to the force; in e 
few months, he worked hia way up to the Jiighest paj' grade for 
medium-level employees; in rapid succession, he was given throe 
raises and made such good money that' he was able to have his 
home in Banoalari finished in Jferch I960., hn 'was able to move 
in. ' ■ . 

There he lived for not quite 2 months; then cajae the day 
which he nc lon.'^cr feared — after it had failed to come for 15 

years: the day on which ^e was seized by the hands of those 

irhose loved ones he hod sent to Auschwitz or Treblinka. 

Aa- al'.mys, he had taken the bus to the Iferoedea plant in 
San Justo; he did his day's work and tool: the company bus; on 
that day — 11 May I960 — the bus was an hour late on account 

of a onion meeting at the Mercedes plant; Eichmanu did not 

reach the last atop, where he usually got off and caught another 
bus to Bancalari, until dusk* 

Aa always, he \7ent from the stop of the keveedes bus to 
the stop of the 195 bus line to San r'ernando-Bancalari; he was 
accompanied by a Hungarian fellow worker on that day. Eichmanr. 
bought cigarettes at a nev/sstand -- and was seen no more. Twj3-v 
days later, Israeli Prime Minister Ben Gurion announced in the 
Knesseth, the I.sraeli parliament, that Eichmann was being held 
in Israel . ’ 
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Stern magazine cprrenpondents followed Eichrnann's trel, 
over tv.-D continents. Thoy found out ho'.v and vrtiere he had 
been hiding since 194 at as Otto Heninger in North Germ-.;.y. 
as Ricardo Kiement in Italy and /irgentina. At the same 
■ time, a reporter teem of Stern magazine flevr to Tel Aviv,

This vreok in Israel wo ran into a wall of i -.y politsncs 
open contempt, irumeasui-able iiatrod, or -- v/brso — deathly 
silence, vihen we told people vhere r^e vrere from. Eiohmaui's 
arrest had opened up old v/ounds . in the bars, the people would 
get up from their tables and sit down soinewhore else v/hea tiiey 
found out that vm 'were from Germany. On tho beaches, they chsi ;-'d 
beach chairs. "You arc all a b’onch of Eichmanns, " we wgrc.tclr , 
and: "All Germans ought to be killed." Tho people who said 

this were older people. 

Tho young people faced the "Eichmann case" ^-.nd tho "Ge rrw- 
caso" in a more' objectivo fashloii,. They too of course had their 
outburst of fury. The big attraction in Israel is the Tol ,,vi - 
siTnphony orchestra. One of its concerts alt;st had to bo oalle:. 
off because the conductor insistod that the chorus in Gustav 
Mahlor's Gocond Symphony ding English instead of German. The- '.ij 
had to bo translated; the performers iic.d to learn the ne’v words, 
and, according to music critics,- tho wl.olc thing sounded abondr. 
able. Still, there was not a ivord of criticism on this in tho 
Israeli nev/spapers. There Ic little cell for German'thoso days. 
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Did I say: little call? Marlene Dietrich san(^ rocontlv nx 

Tel /iviv's largest movie house vfhich. holds O'rer 2,000 people. 

There had boon excited debates prior to her performance. Shou!..'; 
sho sing in Gorman or should she not? Vai lane sang German. 

Ghe sang not only of Johnny's birthuay, she sang not only sorgs 
from thn old movie. "The Blue Angel," she also sang "Lili Irtirlen •" 
The orchestra seats vfere filled mostly with older people; despite 
the sticky weather, they had come in cheir dark suits and t.ies 
and long evening gowns -- something tnat is quite unusual in 
Israeli customs. Thoy sang the old songs from long-dead Borliu 
days and the tears were stroaniing down their faces. "I'm gorre ' 
to love from head to toe..." 

"/ind now I am going to sing a song I learned in exile, " 
said Marlene. Exile, emigration -- the hnndkor chief s ■ in the 
orohostra section came cut in force. Later on, 1 saw many of .he 
audience sitting in the sidewalk cafes on Di.ingoff Road. They

In the evening chere '.vas knock on my hotel room door. It 
vreis a journalist of the big Israeli newspaper Ha'Arez /Tao Lend'/. 
"I hear you're .from Germany. Any news about the kichraann caso"!^" 
•doviv ivr.narn’s question is rhetorical. Ho knows that ws knoAv 
more and that wo have an intoresting document in our suitcase. 

Thi.s morning, the communist newspaper of the country had reported 
that t-/o Gcramn journLalists hr.d tried to smuggle a coded lettoi- 
into Sichmann's cell. Eut they failed. 

"That's all a lot of nonsense, oh?" asked Haviv Kanaar . 

"No, not all of it. 'To do have a letter addressee to 
Dicnmatm. But v/o did not v:ant to smuggle it to him. V,b wore 
supocseu to h:md it to the Israeli authorities. They have hem

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at'i-onf’." fin contactod Police Colonel .Solinger who is in charge of 
the investigation.

Wo contactod bir. Namnlar, the Tel Aviv police chief, to 
v.'hoiT! Klaus .'liciUTiann had addressed the accoapoijj'in^ letcer. iho 
police chiefs office told us; "Israeli regulations do not aZlor 
officialp to accept personal letters. iVhy don’t you send the 
letter ray mail?" 

After a v/aok, we handed the letter to Mr. Landor, the 
Israeli government press chiai'.. Fe finally agreed to route it 
to police chief Nahmlaa. I/indor actually passed the letter on. 

Ro mailed it to Nahmias, who lives in a house next no Lander's 
office. 

Later, Police Coramissioner. Nahmias told "Israeli newspaper-. 
raon; "Yos, I did got a lector from Klaus Fichmann, addressed t: 
his father." "Are you going to send the letter on?" "Will T^ioh-, 
mann bo pemltted to read what his oldest son. wrote to him?"

The. guard shifts are unusually short, since the guards 
are supposed to be highly alert when on duty, Eichmann is allon.-a 
to communicate with his guards only in sign l.angut.go when ho vron';." 
something. Eichmann ansivors instructions by saying; .. "Vos Sir-'- 
And after ho has gotten ''rtmt ho Wants , ho must say "Thank you 
very much." 

The cell fufnituro consists oi' a woodou table, a v.oodo.'. 
chair, n.nd .an iron bed ’.Aoso logs aro comented into t ho floor - 
There is a .mattress and a v/oclon blanket on the bod. Tho 
tomperaturc in the cell is "certainly f.a: loss hot than out- 
side.'' In ilaiia, the ten^orature at the time was 35 ' C. 

The au.tnoritlos have vmrkod out regulations that apply 
for any wish Eichmann could possible think up. Everything 
Eichmann requests, all his doings, arc ontoroJ in a "logbook" 
and all entries are chedked for any . suspicious regularitioc , 

There is no fixed caily schedule: Eichmann gotc hi.s breakfast, 

lunch, and supper at varying timo.'s; the daily o-hour interro- 
gation is also shi.fted around. 

Eichmann "can see tho sun through a small vrindow in tb-- , 
roof." But, a light is constantly bui'ning in the room, Eichmarn 
sleeps well'; he v/akes up early. VVhen ho -vants to go to tho 
washroom, there is a "special alert" for tvAs squads of guards. 

The guard detachmonts are reinforced at that time. Eichmann 
may shave with an electric razor but the voltage has boon 
reduced an.-.l tho switch is beyond his reach. He can use a sto.cl 
mirror. 

He gets his meals from th-o guard kicchor . The cell gu,.rd 
picks out a plate at random. Eichmann has goof, appetite .an-d eo is 
his meals completely. In the morning, ho gets tonvito sal-ad, 
one egg, white choeso, raarmalado, coffee or tea, and wliite bread - 
Lunch consists cf several courses and hj alv.-nys gets moat; in 
tho ovoning he gets approximate'ly the some as in tho morning.
